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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Smocha does not teach a 
threshold for the item being monitored; however, Applicant's arguments are not well taken. Smocha does use a pair of threshold 
correlation coefficient values and these values are used for the item being monitored. Applicant points out that the threshold is used for 
two items being monitored, and as such the threshold is applied to each item individually as it is applied to both Applicant argues that one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to combine Bertram and Smocha. However as shown in the Final Office Action, 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the teachings of Smocha to include the 
prediction model of Bertram et al. because predicting a resource situation will allow the system to produce warnings to be sent to the user 
to enable them to improve the computer system (Bertram: col 3, In 27-34, col 9, In 48-56).. 
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
